G.O.P. to Use Child Health Plan 
As Lure for Averting a Shutdown

WASHINGTON — With little 
hope of an immigration agree- 
ment this week, Republicans in 
Congress are looking to head off a 
government shutdown this week- 
end by pairing another stopgap 
spending measure with long-term 
funding for the popular Children’s 
Health Insurance Program, dar- 
ing Democrats to vote no. 

The bill would leave in limbo 
hundreds of thousands of young 
immigrants brought to the coun- 
try illegally as children. But Dem- 
ocrats would still be left with a dif- 
ficult political decision: withhold 
their votes unless the plight of 
such immigrants, known as 
Dreamers, is addressed and risk a 
government shutdown, or vote to 
keep the government open and 
fund the Children’s Health Insur- 
ance Program, which provides 
coverage for nearly nine million 


children. 

The bill would set up another 
possible showdown in mid-Febru- 
ary, with government funding set 
to expire Feb. 16. But it would give 
lawmakers time to continue nego- 
tiations on immigration and long- 
term government funding levels. 

“With no imminent deadline on 
immigration and with bipartisan 
talks well underway, there is no 
reason why Congress should hold 
government funding hostage over 
the issue of illegal immigration,” 
Senator Mitch McConnell, Repub- 
lican of Kentucky and the majority 
leader, said on Tuesday.

WASHINGTON — President 
Trump’s White House physician 
said Tuesday that the president 
received a perfect score on a cog- 
nitive test designed to screen for 
neurological impairment, which 
the military doctor said was evi- 
dence that Mr. Trump does not 
suffer from mental issues that pre- 
vent him from functioning in of- 
fice. 

“T’ve found no reason whatso- 
ever to think the president has 
any issues whatsoever with his 
thought processes,” Dr. Ronny L. 
Jackson, a rear admiral in the 
Navy and the White House physi- 
cian, told reporters on Tuesday. 

Mr. Trump’s first physical ex- 
amination as president was highly 
anticipated, in part because of an 
increasing number of public ques- 
tions about his sometimes erratic 
behavior during his first year in 


office. A book published this 
month, “Fire and Fury” by Mi- 
chael Wolff, asserted that even Mr. 
Trump’s own advisers and associ- 
ates questioned the president’s fit- 
ness for office. 

Mr. Trump, the doctor said, 
asked for the cognitive test to an- 
swer his critics and attempt to 
quell questions about his mental 
abilities. 

Over all, Dr. Jackson said, Mr. 
Trump’s health was “excellent,” 
with mostly normal results on a 
battery of tests and examinations. 
He said Mr. Trump, 71, has re- 
markably good cardiac health, 
probably because he does not 
smoke or drink alcohol.

Cyberattacks May Be 
Reason for Reprisal

WASHINGTON — A newly 
drafted United States nuclear 
strategy that has been sent to 
President Trump for approval 
would permit the use of nuclear 
weapons to respond to a wide 
range of devastating but non-nu- 
clear attacks on American infra- 
structure, including what current 
and former government officials 
described as the most crippling 
kind of cyberattacks. 

For decades, American presi- 
dents have threatened “first use” 
of nuclear weapons against ene- 
mies in only very narrow and lim- 
ited circumstances, such as in re- 
sponse to the use of biological 
weapons against the United 
States. But the new document is 
the first to expand that to include 
attempts to destroy wide-reach- 
ing infrastructure, like a country’s 
power grid or communications, 
that would be most vulnerable to 
cyberweapons. 

The draft document, called the 
Nuclear Posture Review, was 
written at the Pentagon and is be- 
ing reviewed by the White House. 
Its final release is expected in the 
coming weeks and represents a 
new look at the United States’ nu- 
clear strategy. The draft was first 
published last week by HuffPost. 

It called the strategic picture 
facing the United States quite 
bleak, citing not only Russian and 
Chinese nuclear advances but ad- 
vances made by North Korea and, 
potentially, Iran. 

“We must look reality in the eye 
and see the world as it is, not as we 
wish it to be,” the draft document 
said. The Trump administration’s 
new initiative, it continued, “re- 
aligns our nuclear policy with a re- 
alistic assessment of the threats 
we face today and the uncertain- 
ties regarding the future security 
environment.” 

The Pentagon declined to com- 
ment on the draft assessment be- 
cause Mr. Trump has not yet ap- 
proved it. The White House also 
declined to comment.

WASHINGTON — A former 
C.I.A. officer suspected by investi- 
gators of helping China dismantle 
United States spying operations 
and identify informants has been 
arrested, the Justice Department 
said on Tuesday. The collapse of 
the spy network was one of the 
American government’s worst in- 
telligence failures in recent years. 

The arrest of the former officer, 
Jerry Chun Shing Lee, 53, capped 
an intense FB.I. inquiry that be- 
gan around 2012, two years after 
the C.I.A. began losing its inform- 
ants in China. Investigators con- 
fronted an enduring mystery: 
How did the names of so many 
C.LA. sources, among the agen- 
cy’s most dearly held secrets, end 
up in Chinese hands? 

Some intelligence officials be- 
lieved that a mole inside the C.I.A. 
was exposing its roster of inform- 
ants. Others thought that the Chi- 
nese government had hacked the 
C.LA’s covert communications 
used to talk to foreign sources of 
information. 

Still other former intelligence 
officials have also argued that the 
spy network might have been 
crippled by a combination of both, 
as well as sloppy tradecraft by 
agency officers in China. The 
counterintelligence investigation 
into how the Chinese managed to 
hunt down American agents was a 
source of friction between the 
C.I.A. and EB.I. 

Mr. Lee, who left the C.I.A. in 
2007, has been living in Hong 
Kong and working for a well- 
known auction house. He was ap- 
prehended at Kennedy Airport in 
New York on Monday and 
charged in federal court in North- 
ern Virginia with the unlawful re- 
tention of national defense infor- 
mation.

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Veneer of a Private School Hid a Scene of Horror for 13 Siblings

PERRIS, Calif. — The private 
school had a welcoming name. 
The principal was scientifically 
minded. But the Sandcastle Day 
School was a nightmare for the six 
students enrolled there. 

David A. Turpin created the 


school inside his nondescript 
stucco home southeast of Los An- 
geles. But the only ones enrolled 
there were the six of his 13 chil- 
dren who were school age. And 
what took place inside was not 
teaching but torture, the authori- 
ties said, after they raided the 
house over the weekend and 
found a horrifying scene of emaci- 
ated children chained to furniture.

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Bannon Facing 2 Subpoenas 
To Testify in Russia Inquiries

WASHINGTON — Stephen K. 
Bannon, President Trump’s for- 
mer chief strategist, was subpoe- 
naed last week by the special 
counsel, Robert S. Mueller III, to 
testify before a grand jury as part 
of the investigation into possible 
links between Mr. Trump’s associ- 
ates and Russia, according to a 
person with direct knowledge of 
the matter. 

The move marked the first time 
Mr. Mueller is known to have used 
a grand jury subpoena to seek in- 
formation from a member of Mr.
